Many puller lines are so designed that a 
special puller is needed for every type of 
job, requiring an enormous investment. If 
you standardize on PROTO pullers, you 
can take care of almost all jobs with a rel¬ 
atively few parts. The reason is that these 
puller parts are interchangeable. 

For example, a light-duty two-jaw puller 
can be converted into a three-jaw type by 
adding a three-way yoke, pin and jaw.
